Alger said. that the journey wus 
much like the retreat of Napoleon 
from Russia with the throng of 
prisoners and guards added to the 
previous traffic. With a lack of 
thorough planning’ the suffering 
marchers were forced to 
among the cattle, sheep, pigs. and 
horses. in barns each night, Jinally- 
torced to drop out because of dys- 
entery, he was later acecempanied 
hy guards to the point where his

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Speaking before members of the 
Gethel Chamber of Commerce and 
suests at Bethayen Inn Tuesday 
evening, Lt, Col. James D Alger 
described his life as a prisoner of 
War two years in Germany and Po- 
land. Col and Mrs Alger are spende- 
some time with his mother, Mrs 
Constance Alger at Bryant Pond. 

Commanding a tank batallion in 
Tunisia, Col Alger was captured in 
February, 1943, He told of the me- 
theds of handling prisoners and of 
his experiences from the first in- 
terrogating an@ various stops in 
North Africa to.a prison camp of 
Evitish officers in Germany THe 
was there some time before going 
to an American officers camp in 
Poland where he remained until 
the prisoners were forced to mareh 
nearly 300 miles last winter as the 
Russian troops threatened to en- 
circle the territory containing the 
camp. 

Although not his experience, he 
slated that the use of box cars, 
"40 men, 8 horses,” is common in 
this war for transporting prisoners 
and that overcrowding is generally 
practiced. Although prisoners ave 
supposed to be allowed to leave the 
cars once each day, 
carload has been canfined for ov- 
er a month, 

Explaining the rations allowec 
hy the Germans, he stated that 
the ealorie-content was about one 
half of the necessary amount, and 
without the food supplied by the 
International Re@ Cross it would 
be impossible for men to fit for 
further military service upon their 
release. He spoke of the material 
assistance of the Red Cross and 
their inspection of camps by Swiss 
personnel. Highest praise was gi- 
ven the efforts of the Y M C A, 
landled by Swedish representa- 
tives, Being not far from Sweden, 
they were able to obtain many 
valued aids including a large li- 
brary and athletic equipment. Dur- 
ing the winter former instructors, 
among the prisoners conducted 
eourses in various subjects for the 
officers.

PACIFIC: 
Chinese Strike 


With the Americans heightening 


pressure against the Japanese home- 
land, Chinese troops went over to 
the attack against enemy positions 
in China, assaulting coastal garri- 
sons and the long overland corridor 


leading to Burma, Thailand, Malaya. 


and Indo-China. 

The Chinese attacks came in the 
wake of new Japanese maneuver- 
ings on the Chinese mainland, be- 
traying the enemy’s. continued ap- 
prehension over possible Allied 
thrusts up through Burma and.an 
invasion of. the eastern coastal re- 
gion. 

In assaulting the Japs’ long over- 
land ¢orridor stretching southward 
clear from Manchuria, the Chinese 
not only threatened the enemy’s line 
of communication from SBurrna, 
Thailand, Malaya and Indo-China 
but also promised to choke off any 
flow of raw material from those nat- 
urally rich countries feeding the Nip- 
ponese war machine. In addition, 
the Chinese drove a string of former 
American air bases, which the Japs 
had rolled up last year in their ef- 
fort to smash U. S. attacks. 

Meanwhile, Flying Fortresses 
thundering out by the hundreds con- 
tinued to razé Japanese industrial 
centers in the campaign to demolish 
the enemy's war production, with 
Tokyo being subjected to the same 
bombardment that laid Nagoya in 
waste. 

As. a result of the B-29 attacks. 
huge areas of Tokyo lay smoulder- 
ing, with the imperial palace and 
government districts and the main 
business centers heavily hit. While 
U,'S. intelligence officers were care- 
ful not to accept the Japs’ account 
of the damage too readily because 
of the possibility it might have been 


put out to decrease the future tempo 


of American assaults, returning Su- 
per-Fort fliers said they left huge 
fires behind them. 

Het-up over the U. S, raids, the 
Tokyo radio declared that “.. . the 
enemy’s inhuman atrocities had in- 
creased the Japanese spirit of hos- 
{ility and they are firmly determined 
io fight to the last Japanese. . . .” 
it added: “, , . The stricken city 
burns with contempt for America.” 


SOCIAL SECURITY: 


Propose Expansion 

Proposing that Uncle Sam provide 
for greater social security for U. S. 
citizens, Sen.. Robert Wagner (N. Y.) 
and Rep. John Dingell (Mich.) 
called for extending coverage of the 
présent act to 15,000,000 farm work- 
ers, professional people, small busi- 
ness mien and domestics, and broad- 
etiing benefits. 

Under a bill introdueed in con- 
gress, Wagner arid Dingell proposed 
inéréasing mininium old age pay- 
miénts from $10 to $26 a month for 
single persons arid tip to $30 for a 
worker with a depetident wifé 60 
or older. Funds permitting, unem- 
ployment compensation wold be 
payable for 52 weeks instead of the 
present 26, wiih the weekly scale $5 
to $20 for single persons 4 maxinitini 
of $30 for recipients with dependents. 
Wormer would receive a 12-week ma- 
fetnity leave with thé same stale of 
beriefits. 

With all sodial seéurity registrants 
forééd to subséribe to the health 
insurance phage of the Wagrier-Dins 
geil bill; Workers would Féceive corm 
pensation for payléss periods of sick- 
ness or disability, arid bé allowed 60 
days of hospital care titider dod: 
tors of their own choosing, Iii addi- 
tiot, the federal government woiild 
participate with states im a long- 
range progfain for constriction of 
hiealthi Gentérs, Hospitals and elintes 
iti rural areas.

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COLLABORATIONISTS: 
Stand Trial 


In preliminary appearances be- 
fore their real trials get underway, 


Marshal Henri Petain of France 
and Vidkun Quisling of Norway 
sought to relieve their stigma as 
Europe's two arch collaborationists 
by pleading that their actions were 
prompted by a determination to pro- 
tect the welfare of their countries as 
much as they could. 

The opening hearings were dra- 
matically flavored with Petain re- 
vealing that he’ would call upon 
Adm. William D. Leahy, former 
U. S. envoy to Vichy and now 
President. Truman's chief of staff, to 
testify that he had actually opposed 
the Nazis, and Quisling defiantly de- 
fending his position. 

Writing to Admiral Leahy to tes- 
tify in his behalf, Petain said; ‘You 
who have lived beside me. dur- 
ing those months, you who have wit- 
nessed my efforts to restore France, 
you will help me to convince those 
who are accusing me... that Ihave 
never had any aim other than to 
live and protect therm against “the 
demands and cruelties of the Ger- 
manh-occupying troops... ." 

In assuming the position ‘that he 
had striven solely to lighten France’s 
load, Petain vigorously ‘denied

membership in the secret society, 
La Cagoule, working for German 
interests, and declared that its use 
of his name was unauthorized. 

With no high Allied personality to 
try to fall back upon, Quisling had 
to stand on his own, He did, how- 
ever, claim to have represented 
Britain in Russia for three years 
before the war and to have received 
the thanks of parliament for his 
efforts, 

Declaring that it was necessary 
for him to explain all of the hereto- 
fore hiddén international political 
events leading up to World War II 
to justify the course he took, Quis- 
ling was assured that he would: be 
given stich an opporttnity when he 
comes up for real trial August 25. 
With lower lip curled undér his pug 
nose, the big, bulky collaboration- 
ist insisted he had worked with 
Pritie Minister Chamberlain atid 
Hitler in an effort to avert the Euro- 
pean conflict.

Trouble Brews 

Long noted for her friendly rela- 
tions with native populations, France 
found herself deeply embroiled with. 
Syria and Lebanon at. the eastern 
end of the Mediterranean over the 
subject of establishing military 
bases in those countries after 


Eyen as the U. §, and "Britain 
stepped into the picture in an effort 
to smoothen the difficulties, Syria 
proceeded with a fevered recruit- 
ment program in preparation for a 
clash with the French, whose na- 
tionals hardly. dared to appear in 
public for fear of being mobbed. 
Though the question of bases shaped 
as the nub of the disagreement, the 
immediate cause of unrest lay in the 
arrival of French re-enforcements, 
presumably bound for the Pacific 
war. The natives, however, looked 
upon their presence as a move for 
exerting pressure for granting 
France greater concessions. 

Because Arab. disaffection in Syria 
and Lebanon could lead to wide- 
spread uprisings against western 
powers in Palestine, Egypt and else- 
where in the east, the U. S. and 
Britain worked anxiously for an 
agreement to-avert hostilities. 


WAR RELIEF: 


Hoover Consulted 
Long absent from the White 
House, ex-Pres. Herbert Hoover re- 
turned to the execu- 
tive mansion he had 
left under a cloud in 
1933 for consultation 
with Pres. Harry 8. 
Truman.on the 
pressing problem of 
Buropean relief. 
Famed for his 
handling of a. simi- 
lar situation during 
World War I, Hoover 
Herbert Hoover W2S Called in by 
the President fol- 
lowing a V-E Day address propos- 
ing UNRRA (United Nations Relief 
and Rehabilitation administration) 
start an immediate stream of food 
flowing to the continent; establish 
canteens for undernourished chil- 
dren, and place shipping at the dis- 
posal of charitable agencies inter- 
ested in relief. Hoover also sug- 
gested that cost of the program be 
borne by international contribution. 


_Charged. with the task. of. saving 
700,009 Belgians from. starvation in 
World War I, the relief commission 
Hoover headed purchased food in 
the open markets with funds from 
various governments and private re- 
lief agencies and operated 200 ships. 
To assure prompt and efficient: dis- 
tribution overseas, boats, railroads, 
flour mills, bakeries and slaughter 
houses were taken. over on the con- 
tinent. 


Get Priorities 

In conformance with President 
Truman’s instructions, the War Pro- 
duction board has assigned high pri- 
ority ratings to critical material 
necded for the rehabilitation of lib- 
erated European countries. 

Thus far, $170,000 of pumping 
equipment and pipe to relieve a se- 
rious water shortage in Athens, 
Greece, has topped the list of items, 
with $5,000,000 of drainage material 
for flooded Holland also receiving 
high ranking. 

Besides being allocated 625,000 
tons of carbon steel for the first nine 
months of this year, France also has 
been authorized to procure 700 loco- 
motives and 10,000 freight cars, An- 
other 180 locomotives have been 
scheduled for shipment to eastern 
Europe. In addition to military ve- 
hicles released on the spot, liberat- 
ed cotintries also will get 11,000 com- 
meréial tricks. 


RECIPROCAL TRADE: 


Passes House 
With President Traman declaring 
that he would not use his increased 
authority to endanger any segment 
of American industry, agriculture 
or labor, the héiise passed legisla- 
tion. exteriding the réciprocal trade 
act for three years and granting the 
chief exéciitive power to cut tariffs 
50 per cent under existing levels. 
Bitterly opposed by the Repwbli- 
ean delegation, the bill was ap: 
proved by a 239 to 153 vote after de- 
feat of a motion to send the meastire 
back io the ways and meats con: 
mittee for déletion of any provisions 
broadening the Presidént’s power 
over tariffs. In bucking thé amend: 
ed act, GOP rieimbers agsértéed that 
additional tariff reductions woiild in- 
vité a flow of cheap goods to this 
country, with the Democrats cour- 
tering with the argumierit that the ad- 
thinistration program Was necéssary 
for pdstwat economic cooperation, 
Under the réciprocal trade act, 32 
agreements have been negotiated 
with 80 cotintties for tiutual tariff 
rediiétions, with the tetris of the law 
providing that any stich ¢iits be au- 
tomatically extended to other friend. 
ly Goiintties. Becatise tariffs may 
be pared of specific items chiéfy 
produced by individual countries, 
however; the. effects of the atite- 
matic éxterision. fo other nations 
have been limited, it was said.

Nations Must Yield Some Sovereignty to | 


Lend Helping Hand Against Threats 
: To World Security. .

SAN FRANCISCO, — The tumult 
and the shouting dies, the captains 
and the kings depart, still stands 
Thine ancient. sacrifice — an humble 
and a contrite heart. . so said. 
Kipling in describing the end of a 
war -(‘‘far-catled our navies melt 
away.’’) As I review this chapter of 
current history here at San Fran- 
cisco where the world security or- 
ganization is in the making, I am 
impressed with one thing: what has 
already been achieved containing 
merit and the seeds of hope for a 
peaceful world has been achieved 
by the sacrifice offered by the hum- 
ble and contrite hearts. 

That sounds somewhat idealistic 
perhaps but let me explain. 

I think it is not an exaggeration 


to say that compromise is the key- 


stone of harmony whether it is a 
question of interpersonal, inter- 
party, interstate or international re- 
Jations. And what is compromise 
but sacrifice? 

Applied to the United Nations con- 
ference on international organiza- 
tion, sacrifice of national aspira- 
tion, and compromise which meant 
yielding actual selfish advantage of 
the moment in the hope of gaining 
potential advantage for the general 
good, have at least given evidence 
of good will. Good will, implemented 
by popular endorsement, means 
practical progress toward peace. 


Peace More 
Natural Than War 


You may have read a very trench- 
ant article by Emery Reves, au- 
thority and writer on international 
affairs in the current Mercury 
magazine, which confutes. the argu- 
ment that since war is a part of 
human nature, it can never be pre- 
verited. Mr, Reves goes about his 
task of disproving this convent bro- 
mide of the pessimist in a highly 
scientific manner. 

“Why,’’ he asks, “did cities. once 

wage war against each other and 
why do. they tio longer fight each 
other with weapons today? 

“Why, at certain times did great 


landowner barons war with each 


other and why have they ceased 
the practice? 

“Why did the various churches 
plunge their adherents into armed 
warfare and why today, ate they 
able to worship side by side with- 
out shooting each other? Why did 
Scotland and England, the author 
continues, and other parts of what 
are now single nations, once fight 
and now live together peacefully? 

Reves points cut that these and 
other groups, presumably because it 
was the nature of the beast to once 
consider it nattiral fo decide their 
differences with tooth, claw, pow- 
der atid shot, or bow and arrow and 
yet that Kind of legal murder no 
longer exists and would horrify mod- 
ern man. 

This is his answer to these 
provocative questions: 

“Wars betiveen these social units 
cease to exist the moment sov- 
eréign power is traristerred to a 
larger or higher unit.” 

That is worth pondering.. 


Yield Sovereignty 


To Higher Community

If she will not, it is largely a mat- 
ter of ignorance as to what that 
sacrifice involves. And who makes 
the sacrifice? The, people them- 
selves or some abstraction known as 
the ‘‘government?” 

At this point let me quote that 
other student of international rela- 
tions, who, it is true, does not raise 
his sight to the point of world feder- 
ation but who has urged it on a 
more’ limited. basis. 


I refer to Clarence Streit who has 
long campaigned for a federal union 
of the north Atlantic democracies. 
He says that the only loss of sover- 
eignty involved is the subordination 
of the ruling bodies to the ruling 
body of the union, that a citizen still 
has the right of franchise and all 
the rest of his rights. 

Does the citizen of Richmond, Va., 
who, after the secession of the south- 
ern states owed his allegiance to the 
Confederacy, enjoy any less rights 
today when the seat of his federal 
government is the capital of all the 
United States.. Is the Scotsman in 


‘Edinburgh deprived of any privi- 


leges which he held when he was a 
subject of chieftain, laird or Scottish 
king? On the contrary. 


U. S. Learns to 
Give and Take 


The American representative who 
sits in the assembly or is chosen to 
the council of the proposed United 
Nations organization is no less the 
servant of John Q. Citizen of Bing- 
ville than the man he elects. 


In proportion to their size, there 
are no less rivalries between_ San 
Francisco and Los Angeles than 
there are between any two nations 
of the earth, But cities and states 
of our’ federal union would no more 
think of attempting armed warfare 
with each other than any decent 
law-abiding citizen would think of 
shooting up his neighbor to get his 
radio, his wife or his parking privi- 
leges. We are that civilized, We ac- 
cept the sacrifice of sovereignty of 
our home state to sovereignty under 
the United States. 


When we advance to the point 
where we can sacrifice the degree 
of sovereignty of our nation neces- 
sary in order to guarantee world 
order we will be civilized enough 
to be sure that otir sons won't run 
the chance of killing and being 
killed as part of a spectacle of 
mass murder which even the hor- 
rors of this war will pale, 

The San Francisco conference 
can present a blue print of the ma- 
chinery for péace. Only ¢ivilization 
itself can implement it. 

It is easier to understand things 
we can sée and totich than ideas.

It is believed here that at least 
on the Japanese homeland, destruc- 
tion of Jap war industries can be 
virtually complete with air power 
alone. We underrated the Japs how- 
ever, at the start of this war on 
many counts, and there is no actual 
and. factual knowledge on how 
large a scale Jap war industries are 
being operated in Manchukuo or in 
China proper held by the Japs for 
the past seven or eight years.

And yet the Japanese militarists 
make no move without the sanction 
of their emperor. Indeed, Hirohito 
is depicted as.a tool in the hands 
of the militarists, but every official 
deed of the Jap government must 
have the sanction of the emperor, 
Jap citizens are taught that the 
most noble act of their lives is to 
fight and die for their emperor. 

To the Javanese people their em- 
peror is divine, although his divinity.

This 
state worship, which is a religion, 
in Japan is a mixttire of Shintoism, 
nature worship, sorne Confucianism 
and remnants of ancestral worship 
from China.

Tribute to 
Fellow Writer 


This is a piece about Fred Pain- 
ton, the war correspondent who 
dropped dead on Guam a short time 
ago, ~ 

Fred wrote war articles for Read- 
er's Digest and many other maga- 
zines. He even gambled his future 
once writing a piece for the Satur- 
day Evening Post about me. 

Fred was one of the little group 
of real oldtimers in the European 
war. He was past 49 and an over- 
seas veteran of the last war. His 
son is grown and in the army. Fred 
had seen a great deal of war for a 
man his age. 

He was just about to start back 
to America when he died. He had 
grown pretty weary of war. He was 
anxious to get home to have some 
time with his family. 

But I’m sure he had no inkling 
of death, for he told me in Guam of 
his postwar plans to take his family 
and start on an ideal and easy life 
of six months in Europe, six in 
America, He had reached the point 
where life was nice.

Fred Painton was one of the mod 
est people; I mean real down-dee| 
modest. He had no side whatever, 
no ax to grind, no coy ambition. 

He loved to talk and his words 
bore the authority of sound com- 
mon sense. He had_no intellectual- 
isms. His philosophy was the prac- 
tical kind. He was too old and ex- 
perienced and too wise in the ways 
of human nature to belittle his fel- 
low man for the failures that go 
with trying hard. 

Fred didn't pretend to literary 
genius, but he did pride himself on 
a facility for production. He could 
get a thousand dollars apiece for 
his articles and he wrote a score of 
them a year. And his pieces, like 
himself, were always honest, I've 
known him to decline to do an as- 
signment when he felt the subject 
prohibited his doing it with com- 
plete honesty, 

Fred’s balding head and crooked 
nose, his loud and friendly nasal 
voice, his British army trotsers and 
short leggins wére familiar in every 
campaign in Europe. 

He took rough life as it came and 
complained about nothing, except for 
an occasional bout with the censors, 
And even there he made no enemies 
for he was always sincere. 

There were a lot of people Fred 
didn't like, and being no int¥overt 
everybody within éarshot knew 
whom he didn’t like and why. And 
I have never known him to dislike 
anyorie who wasn’t a phony,
